ITS good to see China thus early 
brought into tho peaoe agree­ 
ment. China. India and other Ori­ 
ental countries have • been suffer­ 
ing their own suspicions of the 
western world. They have doubt­ 
ed whether the Four Freedoms 
and the Atlantic Charter were 
meant for them as well as for the 
occident. 
This move by the Moscow con­ 
ference seems calculated to re­ 
move these suspicions, and dis­ 
sipate the danger that the Orient 
might form a bloc of its own and 
so emphasize the tradition that 
east and west must remain apart.

N historic perspective, the most important re­ 
m it of the Moscow conference, according to 
the published account, notably is recognition by 
Great Britain of Russia's European influence. 
The United States, It# Influence in European 
affairs established by virtue of intercession in 
two wars, is a partner in the recognition. It is 
noteworthy that the salient agreements reached 
in the conference, though naming China as one 
of the agreeing parties, do not cover any ques­ 
tions raised by the war in the Pacific. The con­ 
ference concerned only matters to be settled in 
connection with the participants’ common ene­ 
mies — Germany and its satellite powers in 
Europe. 
While this cannot be called unexpected, It 
ie nevertheless significant Historically, Russia 
has been in the position of sn Asiatic power 
whose existence on the border of the continent 
of Europe has involved it in war and affected 
its national existence without recognition of 
any identity as one of the European family of 
I nations. 
This concept of Rustle’* status appeared as 
[ recently ae the Munich conference, when Great 
* Britain and France disposed of European prob- 
I lams vitally affecting Russia's wslfars without 
\ consulting th# Russian government When Russia 
I retaliated by Its agreement with Germany, against 
| the interests of the French nnd British, the an- 
I d en t view of Its position was affirmed again.

That ie why it is rsmarkabl* now that tbs 
* Moscow conference seems to have shattered a 
I tradition not only of diplomacy but of feeling by 
• acknowledging without any known reservations 
I that in such matters as the future government 
J of Italy and th* policy of Austria Russia holds 
: title to influence never before conceded to IL 
I It bas gained this place by the power of Its re- 
j slstance to Germany. 
What it may choose to do with Its prsstige 
l ls, Of course, the great unanswered question of 
* the wit. That, na much as anything else, was 
J the purpose of th* Moscow conference, as it also 
• trill he th* purpose of any further meeting of 
; representatives of Russia, Great Britain and the 
• United S taten 
; 
Ideally, the United States, Russia and Great 
’ Britain—and China, when it hat been freed and 
j rehabilitated—would combine their forces to in* 
• sure peace among themselves and among the 
* nations of the earth. They would accept the help 
: of all other nations of similar Intention. Th* 
; name collaboration they have practiced In the 
.* conduct of th* war should be carried over Into 
♦ the construction of a long pesos; their confidence 
I In one another and their consultations would be 
I the cornerstone of International security. 
There would be th* utmost respect for indi- 
vicinal sovereignties, with differences worked out 
1 on a basis of conciliation and compromise. Each 
* party to the agreement would contribute what 
, lay most clearly In his province under th* circum- 
' stances, on the supposition that the cost of peace, 
however great, always would be Immeasurably 
less than the cost of another war. 
There would be diligent effort to minimise fric-

Not Only U.S., But England And Russia Have Need 


Of Foreign Policy Change, As Past History Shows

ECAUSE congress Is about to 
make a new declaration we 
m ust not suppose that the United 
States alone needs to alter it* for­ 
eign policy.

A m erica's-to a w ar In which we 
have* suffered hum iliating defeats 
and have a t gigantic cost to fight 
all over the world. 
It m ust not then he caid and it 
never m utt be thought th at the dec­ 
laration by congress and Secre­ 
tary Hull's voyage to Moscow m ark 
a ohange In American policy alone. 
If, as we have reason to hope, 
Moscow Is a new beginning, it will 
be only because all the United Na­ 
tions have learned som ething im­ 
portant from their m istakes. 
U 
NITED, now, we stand to win 
a complete victory over our 
enemies; when we etui were di­ 
vided, as we were In .1939, in 1940 
and in 1941, Britain and Russia 
were very nearly destroyed and 
America was very nearly left to 
face alone a victorious coalition 
in Europe and Asia. 
The lines of policy which kept us 
divided In 
1939, 
1940 and 
1941 
were therefore profoundly wrong. 
These lines of policy must he 
altered lf we are to remain united 
to m aintain the peace which fol­ 
lows thi* war. 
The American line Is known as 
lslatlon and It has m eant th a t our 
government could take no diplo­ 
m atic 
measures 
except 
verbal 
m easures to defend American se­ 
curity until we actually were at­ 
tacked. 
O ur enemies could arm. could 


ism is known by another nam e; It 
is known as the doctrine of the 
balance of power. 
It served the B ritish reasonably 
well in the 18th and 19th centur­ 
ies, ju st as our ’isolationism served 
us reasonably well until this cen 
tury. 


HTHE British doctrine of the bal­ 
ance of pow er consisted In op­ 
posing the strongest m ilitary pow­ 
er in Europe by supporting the 
other m ilitary powers of Europe. 
This policy did not prevent war. 
But against Spain, France and Ger­ 
many it enabled Britain to win 
eventually the great w art she had 
to fight. 
Britain la now, as a result not 
of her diplomacy but of H itler’s ac 
tlons, the ally of Russia. 
But the continuance of th lifalll 
ance, after H itler Is finished, de 
pends on B ritain’s p art upon how 
clearly and consistently she re ­ 
nounces the doctrine of the balance 
of power. 
For Russia will be the strongest 
continental state and lf Britain has 
not abandoned the doctrine of the 
balance of power she cannot re 
main the ally of Russia. 
The Russian policy between the 
two great wars has proved to be 
no lees unsound than American 
Isolationism and the British doc­ 
trine of the balance of power. 
It was founded originally on the

lution directed fjom Moscow, which 
automatically

every state an enemy of Russia, 
and a t the sam e tim e upon eta- 
tegic isolation, which meant that 
in a war Russia would have many 
enemies and no dependable allies. 
V continuing to support Commu­ 
nist parties abroad, the Russian 
government did earnestly experi­ 
ment with collective security at 
Genova. 
But the hostility aroused by the 
Communist agitation rendered im­ 
possible any confident dealing with 
Russia In m aintaining the peace.

Approximately 120,000 in­ 
mates of prisons in 46 states and 
the District of Columbia bought 
1983.000 worth of War Bonds, 363 
percent of their quota, and more 
than enough to buy three bombers. 
This doesn’t represent anything 
like the total volume b f W ar Bonds 
bought by prisoners. 
It is merely

It must be borne in mind that 
the question does not ask people 
whether or not they are in favor 
of a sales tax, but whether they 
I prefer a sales tax or an increase in 
income taxes in the event more 
revenue must be raised by one 
method or the other. 
In surveys taken during the last 
rn two years, the Institute has found 
that th e' public does not oppose 
the sales tax as such. The ma­ 
jority of voters have been willing 
to accept a national sales tax of 
two percent, but have consistently 
opposed sales taxes calling for 
larger amounts. 
Resistance To Drop 
With nearly seven out of every 
IO families in the country now 
paying income taxes, resistance to 
higher sales taxes as a means of 
raising revenue may be expected 
to decline. 
When the question in the pres­ 
ent survey is limited to those who 
pay income taxes, the vote in favor 
of the national sales-tax is higher 
than that of the entire voting 
population.
